800 feet above the general level. 

Embosoméd in the low, extensive .hollows 
formed by the gentle swells of the, country are 
numerous lakes, ponds aid marshes fed by the 
frequent showers whiclt fall at these high jalti- 
tudes, and forming the homes of vast®quantities 
of béaver, to whee industrious labour is'ina 
great measure to be attributed the extensive 
nature of the swamps. 

The drainage of these lakes and marshes, often 
forming long continuous chains, is usually, ow- 
ing to the generally. level character of the dis- 
trict} very slow, sometinies scarcely perceptible, 
for the water often oozes from lake to lake thro’ 
swainps of loose,! porous soil forming the necks 
of land which divide ong from another. 

The lakes are of every area from tensquare 
miles downwards; their shores in some few in- 
stances dry and rocky, but usually marshy, par- 
ticularly at the ends, and abounding with coarse- 
bladed swamp grass of inferior nutrative proper- 
ties.| The swamps givejrise to the existence of 
myriads of mosquitves, the traveller's most invet- 
erate enemy. They, with the small black blood- 
sucking fly, prevail in gteater or less abundance 


* during the summer months the whole way from 


the Slide to Alexander, the coldriess of the 
nights in no way appearing to hinder their ex- 
istence, and, in the worst places, they can. only 
he described as a dense Jiving cloud which covers 


‘ the ¢ountry to a height of twenty feet from the 


ground. All the waters of ‘the plateau ‘abound 
in ath, particularly salmon-trout and suckers, and 
are frequented by. varieties of *water-fowl, as 
loons, wild duck, teal, &c. 
But one of the most singular characteristics of 
this part of the country is the comparative ab- 
sence of land-birds and auimals, an absence which 
heightens the generally desvtate nature of these ex- 
tengive wilds. Three descriptions of groase, viz : 


the stone-grouse peculiar to high altitudes, the 


Ordinary willow-grouse of the forest and the 
prairie-fowl of the grasg plains, a few gray jays 
and wood-pigeons and an’ occasivnal hawk, or 
eagle or sand-hill crane were, with the exception 
of wild-fowl, the only birds we saw in a journey 
of 200 miles ; animals were even more scarce, 
two varieties of squirrel, some water-rats, musk- 
rats and field-mice being the only animals en- 
countered. But it is understood that the plateau 
is the resort in the winter months of some larger 
descriptions of wild animals, such as the marten, 
the| bear and the deer, and, in the grassy dis- 
tricts near Chilcotin River, the silver fox, highly 
prized for its far. Of reptiles, frogs and toads 
abound in the swamps, and harmless snakes are 
met with in'the rocky parts of the forest. 

Small migratory bands of Indians, named after 
their chiefs or classified by the Indian names of 
thedistricts they inhabit, but all known as ‘‘At- 
nayos,” make the plateau their home, roaming at 
Budcessive seasons. of the year to the various hunt- 
ing and fishing grounds)from which they can best 
procire their food, and trading their furs with 
the Bella Coolas, whojprohibit their passing to 
thé coast and preserve a’strict monopoly of the 
trade ‘with the whites. Py 
_ Our journey lay along a natrow Indian trail of 
varied character, sometimes passing over smooth, 
level tracts excellent for travel, sometimes tra- 
versing rocky districts and boulder beds, winding 
@ great deal to avoid as far as possible the swamps, 
and crossing them, when obliged to do so, almost 
iayariably at the narrowest part. Inthe woods 
@ great deal of fallen timber was met with, and 
our path frequently lay for miles through dreary 
tracts of naked tranks, scorched and blackened 
by the passage of the forest fires, which are fre- 
qpeedy started by lightning or the negligence of 
the natives, and sweep over immense areas. 

In travelling over a portion of this section the 
Indian guides, desirous of visiting the village 
“Sussoth,” took us by rather a long detour, but, 
as regardsithe object of this paper, the deviation 
‘isan iminaterial one.. This is the only occasion 
during the,entite journey on which a deviation 
from the main trail was made.

NEWS FROM CARIBOO TU THE 24ta FEBRUARY, 





| Mr. Goudie, Mr, Barnard’s Express Messen; 
ger, left Richfield on the 24th ult., aryived at 
Lillooet on the 7th inst., and- reached this city; 
}on Wednesday night. He brings afew letters 
and_considerable treasure. In the shaft recently 
sunk on the Cameron & Co., claim below th¢ 
canyon the richest kind of prospects had beet 
obtained, —$40 and $50 to the bucket of ditt. | 

The weather on Williams Creek was dry and | 
| pleasant, with occasional slight falls of snow, 
l which was about-four feet deep. The mining 
| was in full blast and yields continued very satis 
| factory., The Canadian claim was some days 
| paying as high as 300 oz., to one drifter, and six 
hands with three shifts a day, making in all 21 
men to the day of 24 hours. Much excitement 
was caused by Cameron’s strike on the lower 
| portion of the Creek, and companies were being 
| formed to prospect so soon as. men arrived tb 
work, so that probably from 60 to 80 of the first 
arrivals will obtain immediate employment by 
| these companies. Provisions were plentiful 
enough at, flour 90c., and other things in propor- | 
tion. A party were over from Lightning Creek, | 
but nothing of interest from that locality; indeed 
Williams Creek |scems to be the only place in 
Cariboo possessing interest during the’ winter. 
Mr. Beedy would have all his goods, 100,000 
Ibs., in to the Forks’of Quesnelle by the Ist 
linst., when he would proceed to break a road 
and convey them as ‘far into Cariboo as possiblt. 
His sleighing operation has been a success. The
